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PIERRE, S.D. (AP) - Attor- 
neys for two American Indian 
Movement leaders are asking 
the federal government to be 
more specific about charges 
stemming from the occupation 
of Wounded Knee. 

AIM leaders Russell Means 
and Dennis Banks were to ap- 
pear Thursday in Pierre before 
U.S. District Judge Fred Nich- 
ol. 

The two are under indictment 
from a federal grand jury in 
Sioux Falls on charges result- 
ing from their participation in 
the 71-day confrontation be- 
tween Indian militants and fed- 
eral officers -at the Pine Ridge 
Reservation village earlier this 
year. 

A spokesman for the court 
said attorneys lor Means and 



Banks were seeking a bill of 
particulars, and said a bearing 
would be held on -that request. 

If granted, the bill would re- 
quire the government to pro- 
vide a more detailed account of 
the charges against the AIM 
leaders. That would delay the 
court -process for at least a few 
weeks. 

Means and Banks also were 
to be informed of constitutional 
rights they might be waiving 
by having attorneys from the 
Wounded Knee Legal Offense- 
Defense Committee represent 
them, rather than each iiaving 
lawyers who had not worked 
with the other defendant be- 
fore. ' 

Msrk Lane and William 
Kunstler of New York anS Ken-/ 
netli Tilsen of Minneapolis have 
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been representing Means, 33, 
Porcupine, S.D. Ramon Roubi- 
deaux of Rapid City and Luke 
McKissack of Los Angeles have 
been representing Banks, 36, 
Rapid City, formerly of Min- 
neapolis. 

A fugitive warrant has been 
issued for Banks for allegedly 
fleeing from arrest on charges 
stemming from a club-swinging 
disturbance -at the Custer Coun- 
ty Courthouse last February. 

Means, Vernon Beilecourt of 
Denver -an? 12 other AIM mem- 
bers are scheduled to appear 
Friday in Custer on- state 
charges in connection with that 
protest. 

Their court appearance was 
to have been last Friday, but 
the court ruled that Kunstler 
■and Lane could not represent 



the Indians because they 
weren't licensed to practice law 
in South Dakota. 

Means said this week he was 
filing a complaint with the 
South Dakota Bar Association 
against William Janklow, an 
assistant state attorney gener- 
al. 

Means said Janklow and Cir- 
" euit Judge J. R. Bottum con- 
spired $o bring in local attor- 
neys to replaced Wounded Knee 
legal committee lawyers. 

Janklow said he knew nothing 
of the complaint, but said if 
Means had a grievance, he was 
using the proper method to try 
to resolve it.

About 50 hardcore activists 
armed with rifles, shotguns, pistols, clubs and knives were 
present* 

During the evening approximately 200 Indians (160 
'adult males and 40 women and children) seized the Pine Ridge 
Trading Post in the town of Wounded Knee and a nearby church . 
They seized 11 white hostages including a Roman Catholic 
priest « The Indians burned bridges on the only two roads 
entering the town and fired at USMS personnel and FBI Agents 
who have established roadblocks . FBI Agents arrested 17 
Indians who tried to escape through the roadblocks with arms : 
and stolen property * Three of the arrestees were released 
on personal recognizance and the others were held in lieu of 
$4,000 and $5*000 bonds. 

Thirty- additional USMS personnel were ordered back 
to Pine Ridge bringing their total number to 77 • There were 
35 'FBI Agents in the area and about 25 BIA security Agents, 
for a total law enforcement force of about 135. 



February 28 

RUSSELL MEANS, acting as spokesman, presented a 
number of AIM demands including request to confer with II. S.

An AIM leader told UP I that "10 or 12" hostages 
were being held.

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Mark Lane, New York, said in Rapid City Thursday morning that 
a Wounded Knee Legal Defense Offense Committee investigation 
team examined the body at the Pine Ridge Public Health Service ;

RUSSELL 
MEANS cursed and stated, "Pack that God damn woman up 
and get her out this night"* She replied that she would 
only go over her dead body. DENNIS BANKS asked her if 
she would go to the "DMZ" and meet "DA CLAYTON" and she 
agreed and he stated that she was not a hostage any 
longer. She agreed and an armed Indian guard accompanied 
her and Reverend BOE to the "DMZ tT where Government 
Agents searched the guard but not the car and she 
remembers that the guard had put his gun and gunbelt 
in the car. At this time she advised Government personnel 
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that she is no longer a hostage and retracts what she 
said earlier on the phone. She advised that she was so 
scared on the trip to the "DMZ" that she was shaking. 
Next, she was taken back to her home. After this lite 
went on as before and she remembers that on about the 
fourth or fifth day of the takeover, AARON DE SEES A came 
in and she asked what he was doing here, he advised 
her that- he was the social relations man for AIM and 
always had been. During this period, FRANK FOOLS CROW 
entered her home and held a service with his pipe m her 
frontroom. DE SERSA remained there the whole day and 
ate their food. One of the incidents during this period 
which occurred was when DENNIS BANKS called her over and 
a guard ordered them to get in the bedroom and lie on 
the floor until they were instructed to do otnerwise 
because they were going to be gassed by the Government. 
She asked why they had to go in the bedroom and lie on 
the floor when some of the AIM Indian girls were not

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THE RADIO LOG, THAT ANY RECORDINGS OF RADIO TRANSMISSIONS BETWEEN 
GOVERNMENT BUNKERS, HEADQUARTERS, ETC., BE MADE AVAILABLE TO THE 
COURT AND THE DEFENSE ATTORNEYS. 

AT ABOUT THE TIME OF THE TAKEOVER OF WOUNDED KNEE ON 2/27/73, 
THE MAKING OF TAPE RECORDINGS WAS INSTITUTED AT THE COMMAND POST. 
THIS WAS CONSIDERED TO BE AN EMERGENCY SITUATION, AND THE 
RECORDINGS WERE MADE TO ASSIST US IN FIXING RESPONSIBILITY. THE 
RECORDINGS INITIALLY WERE MADE ON CASSETTES THAT WOULD RUN FOR 
APPROXIMATELY % HOUR ON EACH OF TWO SIDES OF TAPE. THERE WERE

THERE IS NOTHING IN THE RECORDINGS THAT ARE KNOWN TO BE 
DETRIMENTAL TO THE FBI; HOWEVER, THERE WOULD BE EXTRANEOUS 
MATERIALS ON OCCASION IN THE RECORDINGS, AND THERE MAY BE 
AMBIGUOUS STATEMENTS OF POTENTIAL EMBARRASSMENT. IT IS CONCEIVABLE 
THAT PORTIONS MIGHT COMPROMISE INFORMANTS OR OTHER SOURCES. 

IT IS TO BE NOTED THAT THE MONITORING, ESPECIALLY DURING THE 
EARLIER PORTION, WOULD RECORD NEARBY ROOM CONVERSATIONS AS WELL 
AS RADIO TRANSMISSIONS. THERE WAS ROTATION. OF PERSONNEL AT 
WOUNDED KNEE, AND SOME OF THEM MAY NOT HAVE KNOWN THERE WAS 
MONITORING OF THE RADIO AND THAT THEIR CONVERSATIONS MIGHT BE 
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RECORDED. IT IS, THEREFORE , NOT CONSIDERED DESIRABLE TO FURNISH 
THE TAPES FOR DEFENSE REVIEWAL WITHOUT ITS FIRST BEING EXAMINED 
BY BUREAU PERSONNEL, 

AUSA HURD HAS STATED THAT IF MATERIALS ARE FOUND THEREIN 
THAT ARE ESSENTIAL TO PROTECT DEFENDANTS' RIGHTS, BUT WHICH MAY 
BE EMBARRASSING TO THE BUREAU, THAT HE WOULD REQUEST JUDGE NICHOL

On October 11* 1973* you advised that the court 



had ordered the Government to produce, among other things, 
reports and transcriptions of communications intercepted 
from inside Wounded Knee* You. requested that if such inter- 
ceptions did take place that they be furnished to your off ice* 

I personally was in charge of the FBI operation 
during the Wounded Knee incident from the outset until I was 
succeeded by Special Agent in Charge (SAC) Roy K* Moore on 
March 14* 1^73* No interceptions of radio communications 
from inside Wounded Knee took place during the time I was 
in charge* to the best of my knowledge* 



SAG Moore directed FBI operations at Wounded 



Knee until April 12* 1973* He advised he* himself* has no 
recollection of any radio communication interceptions from 
inside Wounded Knee during the period of time that he was 
present in the area* 



SAC Richard G. Held succeeded Mr* Moore and was 
in charge of the FBI activity in the area until May 11* 
1973* Mr* Held had also been present in the area during 
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the period February 28 to March 3, 1973. Mr. Held has no 
personal knowledge of any communication monitoring or inter- 
ceptions during the first period. Mr. Held advised that 
during the period of time that he was in charge of the FBI 
operation at Wounded Knee, he did learn of an interception 
on a citizen s band radio receiver by an unknown local 
rancher. Mr. Held determined radios had been furnished to 
militant Indians at Wounded Knee by the Government to main- 
tain contact with them through the United States Marshal 
Service to facilitate negotiations. 

Mr. Held stated that in the interest of the 
personal safety of Government personnel on duty in the Wounded 
t ee , area he approved the monitoring of radio traffic from 
Wounded Knee. This was done in order to be alerted in advance 
of any proposed offensive action, on the part of the militants 
against Government forces. In most instances, the intercepts 
were either routine in nature and of no consequence or were 
unreadable due to poor reception or use of codes. As the 
aggressive action on the part of the militants subsided, the 
monitoring was discontinued. 

Mr. Held has advised that none of the monitoring 
conducted on his instructions was transcribed. The sole 
purpose was to have advance warning of any activity on the 
part of the militants as they might pose a threat to the 
.physical well being of FBI personnel.

Supervisor Thomas Duffin of New Xork,, who was on 
duty at Pine Ridge, has advised that the interceptions from 
Wounded Knee which were made and taped were of little or 
no value. They were not transcribed and the tapes were 
erased.
